Quoting liberally 
from Daniel Obiviat, with a Thor- 
oughfeten’s translation to supplement 
the St. James’ version, Mr. Pringle 
proved the Old Testament to be a 
store of knowledge • for those who 
wish to connect the historical events 
with those cited in facts and prophecy 
in the Bible.

It must be with somewhat mixed feelings that the U.F. 
A. political party reads the comments on its past admin¬ 
istration. Even those newspapers which were unceasing 
in their criticism, during its regime have'paid their tribute 
to several very good business coups made under the U.F. 
A. power, and to no grievous errors of judgment. It is 
altogether likely that many of those who voted and work¬ 
ed against the government, did not intend that there 
should be such a complete defeat. 

But in many of the tributes now being paid there is an 
obituary tone, the tone usually reserved for speaking well 
of the dead. This is surely a mistaken view. 

The U.F.A. as a political party is surely very much 
alive. It counts in its numbers many able and experienc¬ 
ed administrators who are quite unlikely to renounce all 
Political ambition because of one defeqt. Th e local 
branches have developed greatly in their interest in gov¬ 
ernmental affairs since 1921. One ha s only to recall those 
unorganized voluble annual conventions of the early days, 
in contrast with the present orderly and business-like as¬ 
semblies to realize the changes that have taken place in 
outlook and political intelligence in the past fourteen 
years. An organization so strong and capably manned is 
not going to expire because of one decisive rebuff. It may 
not be in position to dictate legislation for the time being, 
but it has a most effective organization, which is held to¬ 
gether by mutual, all year round interests and one can af¬ 
ford to wait It is almost a safe prediction that the U.F. 
A. party is as firmly entrenched in Alberta as any of the 
older parties. 

And added to the U.F.A. is the strength of the women. 
No other political organization of women can compare 
with the TJ.F.W.A. It has done an admirable work, not on¬ 
ly socially, but also through its representations to gov¬ 
ernment.
